STIFF RESISTANCE 


MOSCOW, Sunday.—The Soviet 
News Agency says that Soviet troops 
are continuing their offensive north- 
west of Stalingrad, where the Ger- 
mans are everywhere offering stiff 
resistance as they try to gain time 
to re-group their forces. ‘‘ The Ger- 
mans are launching violent counter- 
attacks in an attempt to withdraw 
their troops. One Soviet unit which 
gained an inhabited locality was 
counter-attacked by infantry, sup- 

rted by 30 tanks, while another 
infantry regiment counter-attacked 
in a neighbouring sector. All the 
German attempts to regain their lost 
positions were, however, “un: 
successful. 

““ An infantry unit, supported by 
artillery and tanks, broke throug 
the German defence lines on a key 
height where the Germans had set 
up a network of strong points. The 
engagement was confined to trench 
fighting, and ended in complete vic- 
tory for the Red Army. Several 
hundred enemy officers and men 
were killed and 24 blockhouses "and 
a long-range battery amd ten A.-A. 
guns destroyed.’’ 

Reuvter’s Moscow Correspondent 
says: ‘‘Red Army troops and tanks

IRISH 
BLOOD IS 
DIFFERENT | 


HE most extensive examina- 
tion of [Irish blood ever 


organised has been almost com- 


pleted by the Army Meédical 
Service in the job of pblood- 
grouping all members of the 
Defence Forces. 

This examination has yielded 
interesting results, some of which 
suggest that the various blood 


groups exist in Ireland in propor- 
tions different from what they bear 
elsewhere. Of the four groups or 
types into which human blood is 
divided, it is found that in most 
parts of the world the proportions 
are: has 1., 10 per cent.; Grou 
IT., 40 to 42 per cent.; Group HI., 
per cent.; Group IV., 42 to 45 per 
cent. In Ireland, so far as the Army 
examination has shown, the major 
groups are about the same as else- 
where, but the proportions of 
Groups I. and III. are reversed. 

The blood grouping of the Army 
has largely’ been an extension of 
work organised in peace-time. From 
within a few years after the 
National Army wes established it 
was the practice to have in the 
garrisons of the larger towns panels 
of blood-donors. all classified 
according to their groups, of 
course, and ready for civilian 
or military use at any time. 
With the coming of the emergency 
it was decided to blood-group the 
whole Army, and it is this work 
which has recently been completed. 
The equipment necessary for making 
the blood tests was sent out from 
headquarters to all medical officers 
with men under their charge, and 
as the tests were made records were 
compiled for each unit, and 
eventually each man had his blood- 
group stamped on his identity dise 
‘In the event of war,” an Army 
officer said, ' we shall be in a posi- 
tion to have ready at a moment’s 
notice donors of any type of blood 
required. It will also mean that 


there will be released into tivilian 
life large numbers of donors who 
know what group they belong to,| 
and who may be incorporated easily 
in a civilian blood transfasion 
service.
